Selectmen Monday night approved an 
amended Capital Improvement Plan that 
calls for spending $13.4 million in fiscal 1994 
and a total of $48.1 million during the next 
five years. 

The plan calis for spending $3.25 million 
more than the town manager’s original plan. 
The difference is $250,000 in fiscal °94 for 
design plans for additional classroom space 
at Andover High School, and $8 million in fis- 
cal °95 for construction of that additional 
space.

“We opened Dec. 3, 1953. So it 
was 39 years this past third,” Mr.

Mr. Zenevitch had worked in 
retail since high school and had 
been at Macartney’s Essex Street 
store in Lawrence for about a 


year when Amherst Macartney,

Burning season 
begins Jan. 15 


This year’s open air burning season 
will be from Jan. 15 through May 1, 
1993. Anyone wishing to burn brush as 
allowed by the commonwealth’s regu- 
lations will have to apply for a permit 
at the fire station. 

The fee for this permit is $10, which 
covers the entire 1993 burning season. 
Once the permit has been issued, a 
number will be assigned and entered 
into the yearly burning log. Hach day 
a person wishes to burn, she or he will 


have to call the fire station to see if 


weather conditions will allow burning 
that day. If burning is allowed, the per- 
son’s name and permit number will be 
entered into the daily burning log. A 
copy of the commonwealth’s regula- 
tions governing open air burning will 
be given out at the time of application 
for a permit. 


Maine man 
found frozen in 
snow bank 


A Maine man remained in critical 
condition Wednesday morning at 
Lawrence General Hospital where he 
was taken Tuesday morning after 
being found unconscious in a snow 
bank outside the Tage Inn on River 
Road, 

David Elliot, 39, of Augusta, Maine, 
underwent seven hours of surgery 
Tuesday to remove a blood clot from 
his brain, according to police. 

Mr. Elliot was found by a truck 
driver just before 8 a.m. outside the 
emergency exit door behind the inn, 
where Mr. Elliot was a registered 
guest. He had a bump on his head, a 
cut on his eye and was suffering 
hypothermia. Patrolman Craig Poirier 
said doctors believe the blood clot was 
caused by the blow to his head. 

Police still have not determined 
how Mr. Elliot was injured or how he 
ended up in the snow bank. 

“It’s under investigation right now 
as to how he got there,” Officer Poirier 
said Wednesday. “He can’t tell us 
because he’s still critical. 

“Tt looks like he fell” down in the 
parking lot, the officer-said, but police 
were still trying to talk with employ-

and inserting it into the DNA of a specialized 
animal cell. Once incorporated, the factor 
VIII gene directs the cell to produce substan- 
tial quantities of factor VIII protein. The fac- 
tor VIII produced is then purified using 
immunoaffinity purification techniques. 

According to Edward Gomperts, M.D., 
vice president and medical director at Bax- 
ter’s Hyland Division, the development of a 
genetically engineered factor VIII will elimi- 
nate the risk of product shortages associated 
with blood-derived factor VIII and allow for 
greater quantities of Recombinate rAHF to 
be manufactured. “Because the manufactur- 
ing process is not dependent upon human 
blood, we can confidently produce a steady 
supply of product,” he said 

Since the initiation of clinical trials in 
1987, Recombinate rAHF has been evaluated 
in approximately 150 patients with no report- 
ed cases of viral transmission or any unex- 
pected complications. The product has 
demonstrated a level of clotting activity com 
parable to that of blood-derived products and 
has been well tolerated in patients. 

Baxter’s Hyland Division has been a pio- 
neer in the development of a number of sig: 
nificant products to improve hemophilia 
treatment. The company introduced the first 
commercial factor VIII concentrate for 
hemophilia in 1966. Since then it has devel- 
oped improvements to advance the safety of 
blood-derived factor VIII including 
immunoaffinity purification procedures and 
application of a solvent/detergent viral inac- 
tivation treatment. 

Hyland has supported research and devel- 
opment of Recombinate rAHF since 1982 and 
owns worldwide marketing rights to the 
product from Genetics Institute. Genetics 
Institute receives a royalty on worldwide 
sales and manufactures factor VIII in bulk 
for Hyland. 

Genetics Institute was awarded a U.S. 


patent covering various aspects of recombi- 
nant factor VII in 1988. Rorer Inc. and the 
Scripps Institute have asserted claims that a 
patent they hold related to factor VIII is 
infringed by recombinant factor VIII prod- 
ucts, including the Recombinate product. 
Baxter has challenged the validity of that 
patent as well as the infringement claims. 
Possible outcomes in the litigation, which 
could have a material adverse effect on 
Genetics Institute include damages, an 
injunction or other monetary payments. 
There are pending interference proceedings 
before the U.S. Patent Office relating to 
Genetics Institute’s patent position on 
recombinant factor VIII. Genetics Institute 
and Baxter have entered into an agreement 
with Miles Inc., Genentech’s worldwide 
licensee for recombinant factor VIII, to cross 
license both patents and orphan drug desig- 
nation for factor VIII on a worldwide, royal- 
ty-free basis. 

Genetics Institute is a leading biopharma- 
ceutical firm engaged in the discovery and 
development of human pharmaceuticals 
through recombinant DNA and other tech- 
nologies. The company has a diversified 
portfolio of licensed and proprietary phar- 
maceutical products at various stages of 
development, including treatments for ane- 
mia, hemophilia, cancer, infectious disease, 
bone damage, heart disease, inflammatory 
conditions and immune system disorders.

the state on Saturday, but the worst damage 
was along the coast, where high tides caused 
flooding and beach erosion, and further west 
in places like Worcester, with 32 inches . 

The police and fire departments received 


a few calls for downed trees, and several § 
minor skidding accidents, but there were no 


major power outages or accidents. 

Friday’s heavy rain changed to snow at 
about 2 a.m. Saturday in Andover and 17 
inches of snow was on the ground by the 
time it stopped Sunday, Buzz Stapcezynski, 
town manger, told selectmen Monday night. 

“We had crews working continuously all 
weekend long,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Crews worked all night Friday, 24 hours 
on Saturday and until about 10 p.m. Sunday 
night before knocking off, according to Bob 
McQuade, director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. Town workers were at it again all 
day Monday and were expected to be back 
working overtime Tuesday night to remove 
the snow from critical areas such as down- 
town, Ballardvale and Shawsheen Square. 

Nine town sander trucks, 13 or 14 town 
plows and 40-45 private contractors worked 
the storm. This was the first time the town 
called out all its crews and private contrac- 
tors in a long while, said the town manager. 

“We had a heck of a storm, we did a ereat 
job in fighting it, and hopefully there won't 
be too many more of these this year,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

Mr. McQuade didn’t know Tuesday how 
much of the town’s $400,000 snow removal 
budget was depleted by the storm, partly 
because the cleanup was still continuing. 

“T expect this will take at least one quarter 
to one third of the budget if not more, at least 
that much,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he doubted whether 
the town could qualify for emergency aid 
from the state because the town did not suf. 
fer any serious damage. But the manager 
said he will monitor the state’s response to 
the storm, and any flooding that might result 
from the storm, in case any aid is applicable, 
Students stranded 

The storm stranded 250-300 students at 
Phillips Academy. PA’s holiday break began 
this week, but some students who had final 
exams Saturday, and others who had flights 
scheduled for Saturday, were stranded. 

“We had about 300 kids left on campus,” 
Beverly Henderson, director of public rela- 
tions at the school, said Monday. 

Those stuck included students from New 
York, California, and Texas, “even as close 
as Medford,” Ms, Henderson said, 

Housing them was not a problem as the 
students could just stay in the dorms another 
night. But feeding them posed another prob- 
lem.

The dining commons employees cooked 
up one big meal featuring swordfish and 
rack of lamb, and the students attended the 
semi-formal, with some faculty in tails. 

“It was a very different party. But it was a 
nice party,” Ms. Henderson said.

D.C., on Sunday, Dec. 6, as part of a 
tribute to actor Paul Newman. Stephen 
was part of a group from the Hole-in- 
the-Wall Gang Camp, a free camp 
founded by the actor in Connecticut, 
for children with cancer, The group 
was invited to perform at the gala as a 
surprise to Mr. Newman and his wife, 
actress Joanne Woodward, who were 
honored for their work with that and 
other charitable causes. The show is to 
be aired on CBS television on Dec, 30, 

The children, all cancer patients 
who have attended the Hole-in-the-Wall 
Camp, sang If There Were More People 
Like You, a song written especially for 
the camp by Broadway composer Cy 
Coleman. 

“We got a standing ovation from the 
president,” Stephen says. 

Now an eighth-grader at West Mid- 
dle School, Stephen was diagnosed 
with a malignant brain tumor in 
March of 1990 and underwent brain 
surgery, chemotherapy and radiation 
therapy, battling the disease, His can- 
cer is now in remission and has been 
for more than two years. 

“He’s fine. His brain scans are nor- 
mal,” his mother said last week, 

During that first summer his only 
break from medical routine was two- 
weeks at the Hole-in-the-Wall Gang 


and others. He didn’t know who the 
guy was standing next to him in the 
wings until he was introduced as 
Robert Redford, 

After their performance, the Hole- 
in-the-Wall Gang kids went back to the 
hotel.

The Hole-in-the-Wall Camp was 
started in 1988 by Mr. Newman so kids 
with cancer or blood disorders could 
have a chance to “raise a little hell,” 
according to Stephen. 

“Everybody loves each other. Every- 
body cares for each other. All your 
friends are so supportive,” he says. “If 
you act weird and crazy, they’re going 
to love you for it.” 

The camp offers boating, fishing, 
horseback riding, theater, arts and 
crafts, and sports that don’t require a 
lot of movement since most guests are

Andover.” 

“Even in his casual clothes he’s got 
colors he combines that look so well 
together,” Mr. Zenevitch said. 

Ellen MeNiece, of Arthur Road, is 
currently working part time at the 
store, “doing a full-time job.” 

Two excellent tailors and a seam- 
stress rounded out the team and were 
“the backbone of our clothes business,” 
Mr. Zenevitch said 

John Leimsidzer, who retired two 
years ago, was a tailor and his brother- 
in-law, Zoltan Palkovitz, took over and 
is still with the store. Zelia Vieria was 
the seamstress. “She had to be by far 
the best seamstress around,” Mr. 
Zenevitch said. 

People still come into the store look- 
ing for her card, he said. 

Mr. Zenevitch, 64, of Methuen, was 
the oldest of seven children whose 
father died when John was just 15, He 
worked in retail sales in high school 
and returned to it after two years in the 
Navy and a short stint at Mergenthaler 
Linotype school in New York City. He 
started at Macartney’s in 1953 and has 
been there ever since. 

“The business has succeeded for 112 
years, 39 in Andover, with three gener, 
ations of caring owners and dedicated 
and loyal employees,” he said.

Zenevitch said he will miss the close- 
ness of the customers the most after 
the store closes in January.

We heard another ugly story about 
bigotry this past weekend, this time 
from a man who says he was so sur- 
prised to hear such prejudice still 
exists in Andover.

Under 
the sensitive and productive leader- 
ship of Principal Tim Thomas, the 
school for the second year has hired 


Project Teamwork — a group of ath- 


letes of all races who are celebrities 
to teen-agers. The celebrities come 
into the school to reach out to the 
students and heighten their aware- 
ness to the damage that discrimina- 
tion and prejudice causes. 

Project Teamwork includes Lin 
Dawson, a former New England 
Patriots football player; Holly Met- 
calf, a gold-medal Olympic rower; 
and Bob Macabe, a former profes- 
sional basketball player. 


Of course when children and 
young adults express prejudice, it 
most certainly must be an expres- 
sion of what they learned at home, so 
it is adults, too, whom we need to 
reach. However, it is more difficult 
to undo years and years of ingrown, 
practiced bigotry. Somehow, it 
seems more practical to work on 
changing the attitudes of the 
younger generation, and using some 
of their heroes to deliver the mes- 
sage is a creative and effective way 
to begin. 

We don’t wish to repeat in this 
space the latest incidence. Suffice it 
to say that we in this community 
have work to do.

A special way to communicate

I’ve been writing quite a lot lately, 
not just what I write here in the 
newspaper, but also personal letters, 
and in my journal. Writing letters is 
an art that feels close to lost, certain- 
ly for my children’s generation, and

Carolina, when we were living in the 
Philippines, The letters were long, 
typed and often four or five pages on 
Corrasable Bond. She was writing 
about living out of country and she 
was writing about missing her father 
and her friends. 

When I left the Philippines to 
attend school in New York, she 
would write my brother and sister 
and me the same letter, only my 
name would be written in ink at the 
top of mine. Reading her letters was 
a Visit with her and my father. 

My brother, who lives in Califor- 
nia, and who prefers writing letters 
on his Macintosh computer to using 


the telephone, writes regularly with 
me. He wrote a joint letter to me and 
my sister recently. My sister didn’t 
like sharing the letter. I didn’t really 
mind; I just wanted to be in touch. 

I’ve been reading May Sarton’s 
works recently, Journal of a Solitude 
being the one I’ve liked best. A poet, 
Ms. Sarton is perhaps best known for 
her journals because she is so frank 
about subjects people can relate to 
but about which they may not feel 
safe discussing: illness, loss, solitude 
and more. 

Anyway, Ms. Sarton’s Journal of 
a Solitude inspired me to start keep- 
ing a journal again. I’ve done that on 
and off for a lot of years, but often 
feel I don’t have time to write. A few 
years ago a woman I know suggested 
I keep a journal. 

“T know I should, but I never seem 
to make time to do that,” was my 
answer. 

“T know what you're doing 
wrong,” said the wise woman. 
“You're feeling like you have to fill 
several pages, and that you have to 
write every day. Just write a line or 
two at a time, more if you wish, but 
just a short entry so that you can 
look back and see where you were at 
that time.” 

That helped me, and so does writ- 
ing. And by now, entries for 1992 tell 
a lot about me over a year’s time. 


Sometimes I like to sit down and 
read my journal, lots of pages at a 
time. 

I also am writing more letters, to 
family and to friends, and I am enjoy- 
ing that, too. It’s best when you find 
someone who shares a love of writ- 
ing and will really communicate 
with you by letter. That is happen- 
ing, and I feel a whole extra avenue 
of communicating is open to me. 
Sometimes writing some thoughts in 
a letter is easier than saying it face to 
face. It’s sort of like talking in a car. 
You are shut up in there and can’t 
walk away, but you don’t have to 
look at one another while you may 
be tackling a difficult subject. In a 
letter you are right there, pen and 
paper, no distraction of face to face, 
no waiting to feel what he or she will 
feel when you say something. You 
are completely within your own 
thoughts. 

In addition, writing begets writ- 
ing. Our children should be writing 
to pen pals, or their grandparents, 
or whatever it would take to have 
them become more comfortable with 
the written word. 

For me, writing is important. It’s 
a little like spending time with a spe- 
cial friend. The permanence of what 
a writer produces is a measure of the 
importance of the act.

Our schools 
are excellent 


Editor, Townsman: 

At a time when much of the news 
about Andover schools deals with cri- 
sis and contention, it is well to remem- 
ber one fact that everyone can agree 
on: We have an excellent public school 
system. 

This fact was brought home most 
recently by results of the Mas- 
sachusetts Educational Assessment 
Program, a statewide test to determine 
how well students have mastered the 
curriculum. 

Forty-seven percent of Andover 
High School seniors scored on the two 
highest levels of the five-level test. 
These students have gone beyond mere 
mastery of the basics and demonstrate 
that they understood the underlying 
principles of their studies and can 
apply these principles in other areas. 
Also, Andover seniors scored 190 
points higher than the state average in 
reading, 170 points higher in math, 180 
points higher in sciences and 170 
points higher in social science. 

A higher percentage of Andover stu- 
dents scored on the top test levels than 
did high school students from such 
educationally conscious towns as 
Wellesley, Winchester, Concord- 
Carlisle, Acton-Boxborough and Wilm- 
ington. In fact, only nine school sys- 
tems statewide scored higher than 
Andover in these categories. 

Proficiency at this level, according 
to Andover Assistant Superintendent 


Eileen Woods, indicates the strength of 


our curriculum, But a curriculum 
and a school system — must serve all 
students and it should be noted that 
while Andover exceeded the above- 
mentioned towns in high-scorers, it 
also had a lower percentage of students 
who scored poorly. 

There’s more good news: 

+ SAT scores are up in both verbal 
and math; 

- 73 percent of last year’s seniors 
who applied to college were accepted 
by their first-choice schools; 

* 95 percent of seniors went on to 
institutions of higher education, 80 per- 
cent to four-year colleges and 15 per- 
cent to two-year colleges; 

- Preliminary indications are highly 
positive from the accreditation team 


from the New England Council of 


Schools and Colleges, which looked at 
Andover High School. 

Andover residents have come to 
expect excellence in the public schools. 
It is why many moved here in the first 
place and why Andover continues to 


draw enthusiastic home buyers. But, of 


course, excellence doesn’t just happen; 
it is created by the hard work of those 
who care about our children and our 
future. And in Andover it is created for 
less money than in any comparable 
community. 

In 1990-91 (the latest year for which 


figures are available), Andover spent 
$80 less per pupil than Wilmington, 
$245 less than Acton-Boxborough, $413 
less than Winchester, $1,196 less than 
Wellesley and $2,835 less than Concord- 
Carlisle. And this is just to name the 
school systems already used for com- 
parative purposes — all school systems 
Which scored below Andover in 
statewide assessment testing. 

Obviously, Andover is doing more 
with less. For example, the high first- 
choice college placement percentage 
for our seniors clearly indicates a supe- 
rior guidance system. Yet the coun- 
selor-student ratio at the high school is 
approximately 1:260, the highest it has 
been in recent memory. 

Doing more with less also means 
doing more at a time when more and 
more is being demanded of the schools, 
a time of new challenges —changing 
demographics, mainstreaming, the 
redefinition of the family, etc. And it is 
a time when we must prepare our stu- 
dents for the challenges of a global 
economy, an exciting prospect to be 
sure, but one which no longer offers 
them the secure, local industrial base 
enjoyed by previous generations, 

These are challenges we must meet. 

At this holiday season, when it is 
customary to look back and count 
one’s blessings, we in Andover who are 
concerned with education have much 
to be thankful for. If we continue to 
work together, if we continue to strive 
for the community support our stu- 
dents need and deserve, I am confident 
we will be able to look forward as well 
with hope and optimism.

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Alex Tommasino stable 
13-year-old hit 2 weeks ago by car while riding bike

Alex Tommasino, the 13-year-old boy 
struck by a car while riding his bicycle on 
School Street two weeks ago, was transferred 
from Brigham and Women’s Hospital to Uni- 
versity Hospital in Boston this week where 
he is listed in stable condition, according to 
his father, William Tommasino. 

Alex, a Doherty Middle School student, 
was struck by a car driven by a 16-year-old 
Haggett’s Pond Road resident at about 6 p.m. 
on Wednesday, Dec. 2, as he came out of 
Locke Street onto School Street on his bicy- 
cle. He suffered fractured cervical and spinal 
cord vertebrae, a broken right shin bone and 
broken left ankle and had no feeling in his 
hands or his legs. 

The driver of the car was not charged in 
the accident. 

Alex subsequently suffered a collapsed 


lung and has had surgery at least once. 

Mr. Tommasino said Wednesday it has 
been a very tough couple of weeks on him 
and his wife, Linda, and the family, but that 
the community has been “dramatically sup- 
portive.” 

“We really have a lot of gratitude to the 
Andover community. They've really been 
touched by Alex. We do want to thank the 
community for all the tremendous support 
they’ve given us,” Mr. Tommasino said. 
“Alex is just such a special kid. I think every- 
body that knows him, they like him so 
much.” 

Neighbors have been very helpful, arrang- 
ing rides into Boston and making meals for 
the family. Alex has a younger sister, Jackie, 
12, and brother, Scott, 9. 

“We're keeping a candle in our window 
until he comes home,” Mr. Tommasino said.

GIVING PATIENTS THE BRUSH 

Many dentists would like to have their patients take eqg-limers 
into their bathrooms as part of their early morning tooth 
brushing routines. Why? Dental researchers say that, in order to 
effectively remove plaque from the teeth, it takes three to five 
minutes of conscientious brushing. When volunteers in a tooth 
brushing study were asked to estimate how long they brushed 
their teeth, most said they spent two to three minutes at the 
task. An actual timing of these same volunteers, however, 
showed that they only spent about one minute with brushes in 
hand, This minima! effort can result in bacteria-laden plaque 
remaining on the teeth, which causes tooth decay and gum 
disease. Devoting three minutes to toothbrushing, twice daily 
might lead to a reduction in the 75 percent of Americans over 
age 30 who have gum disease

original plan was an “oversight,” 
according to Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager. But Mr. Stapezynski also said 
the $3 million figure is a “mathematical 
extrapolation” of what will be needed 
and that the actual cost “could be more, 
could be less.” 

The amended CIP also moved up the 
appropriation of $1 million for open 
space acquisition from fiscal ’95 to fis- 
cal ‘94. That doesn’t mean the money 
will be spent next year, but it will be 
available to buy parcels approved for 
purchase at previous town meetings if 
officials choose to do so. No money will 
actually be spent, or bonded, until 
properties are purchased. 

Most of the parcels previously 
approved are in the Fish Brook water- 
shed in West Andover. Other parcels 
the town might consider buying would 
still have to be approved by town meet- 
ing before they could be purchased. 

The last change in the amended plan 
moved two $400,000 appropriations for 
sidewalk repairs up one year each, one 
from FY ’96 to FY ’95, and one from FY 
98 to FY ’97. Neither will affect the FY 
‘94 appropriations. Selectman Larry 
Larsen wanted the sidewalk appropria- 
tions moved up to FY 794, but Mr. 
Stapezynski said an $80,000 surplus in 
the sidewalk repair fund this year will 
be carried over and available for 
repairs next year. 


Other projects scheduled for fund- 
ing next year, fiscal ’94, include: 

* Fish Brook water pumping station, 
$150,000; 

- Street reconstruction, $825,000; 

* Police cars, $124,000; 

» Ballardvale fire station replace- 
ment space-needs study, $25,000;

* Major school repairs and renova- 
tions, $2.4 million (approved at Special 
Town Meeting); 

« Additional elementary classroom 
space, $6.6 million; 

- Architectural and engineering 
plans for the additional elementary 
classroom space, $400,000 (approved at 
Special Town Meeting); 

* Major outdoor facility projects 
(parking lots, playgrounds, etc.), $1 mil- 
lion; 

« Municipal Maintenance vehicle 
replacement, $412,000; 

« Voting equipment, $52,000.

Tuesday, Feb. 
6: After school Don Mulvey at age 12. 
we had a game of 
teamtag. We got 
kicked out of 
there so we went downtown to the town hall. 
We played a game that you have teams and 
hit each other with snowballs. Sully and me 
were walking through the place when a man 
came and took me by the neck and said you 
come into the police station and Sully said 
we didn’t shoot any snowballs, we just came 
in a minute ago and I said no we've been in 
here before but we didn’t shoot any snow- 
balls. But the man took us into the police sta- 
tion and the policeman gave us a talking to. 
Tonight after patrol meeting Yogy, Curry 
and me were coming home when a car came 
up the street. Yogy shot a snowball at it and 
hit the window. Then he yelled that’s the 
cop’s car so we ran up through the back- 
yards to Curry’s while the cop chased us. 
Yogy went home and I went into Curry’s 
house to get some tickets we bought to the 
Scout entertainment. We really didn’t shoot 
any snowballs in the town hall. We shot 
them outside. 

Thursday, Feb. 8: Big storm. The snow 
has drifted and it’s about two feet high. This 
afternoon I went to the library and got Tree 
Toad and Penrod. | forgot I had already read 
Penrod. | didn’t write yesterday because | 
went to the PTA meeting and got home too 
late. Southwick and me got kicked out of the 
school three times for fooling last night. 

Friday, Feb. 9: Went to the show to see 
“The Princess and the Pirate” and ’The Fal- 
con in Hollywood.” I feel awful sick. Went to 
the Scout entertainment. No school today. 

Monday, Feb. 12: I almost had mumps. 
Saturday when I woke up I had an awful sore 
throat so I had to stay in bed. I had to stay in 
Sunday too. Today I was all better and this 
afternoon Mother let me go downtown to get 
a haircut and I got some ice cream with but- 
terscotch, marshmallow and nuts. Then | 
went in and watched Lucy frost cakes in 
Ford’s and I had a snowball fight with 
Young. No school because of the snow . 

Tuesday, Feb. 13: This morning I woke up 
with a bad cold. Mother calls it bronchitis. 
She says I won't be able to go the dances 
tomorrow. There are two. In the afternoon 
there is the Glee Club dance. I am going to 
that with Nancy Schulze and at night there is 
the dancing school party. I think I will be 
alright. I hope so. 

Sunday, Feb. 18: Warm. I got sick and 
stayed in all week. I missed four days of 
school. There is a vacation next week so I 
have two weeks out of school in a row. This 
afternoon Mother let me out for a while. I 
went to Curry’s and we went downtown 
together. I got a raspberry drink. We didn’t 
get in any trouble except that I got kicked out 


of Lowe's because Claudia tried to take my 
drink away and I pushed it all over her face 
and some of it went on the floor. Some of it 
went on me too. 

Monday, Feb. 19: Cool. This morning I 
went downtown eee es 
with Curry. Sully 
and me went to 
the Spa, then we 
went up to Wood’s 
hill and Billy 
Kurth, Bob 
Gaines, Dee Pen- 
well and Buddy 
Baldwin were 
there. We went to 
Kurth’s house and 
had a snow fight.

The tests are given every two years 
statewide. Last year fourth-, eighth- 
and twelfth-grade students were tested. 
Students are tested for social studies, 
science, math and reading skills. Ques- 
tions include multiple choice and open- 
ended questions to assess writing abili 
ties. 

Andover students scored as much as 
100 to 200 points above the state aver- 
age. Scores above or below 50 points 
difference are considered significant, 
said Ms. Woods, 

South Elementary School students 
scored higher in all four subject areas 
4han students in the other three ele- 
mentary schools. Students at West Mid- 
dle School also scored higher in all sub- 


~ ject areas than students at Doherty 


Middle School. 

Ms. Woods said the higher South 
and West Middle scores do not concern 
her at this time. 

“It is a natural tendency to compare 
schools’ scores. But if you look longitu- 
dinally at the scores (by subject area), 
the scores have gone up” since the last 
test two years ago, she said. 

If MEAP results in 1994 show contin- 
vied or larger gaps between Andover 
schools, then Ms. Woods believes that 
would be a telling trend. She credits the 
dedication of Andover’s public school 
teachers with the above-average test
